Subject:   Statistical  Appendix  Handbook  -  Interim  Issue 

For  some  time  I  have  felt  that  a  pointed  effort  should  he 
made  to  improve  the  general  usefulness  and  quality  of  our  statistical 
appendix.  As  its  full  title  indicates,  the  document  is  an  appendix 
to  the  Director's  Annual  Report.  It  should  contain  the  detail,  pri- 
marily in  statistical  form,  which  enables  us  as  administrators  and 
managers  to  review  each  and  every  aspect  of  our  operations  and  pro- 
grams annually.  Furthermore,  as  a  printed  publication  which  receives 
wide  distribution  to  members  of  Congress,  educational  and  research 
institutions,  private  industry  and  individual  citizens,  the  statis- 
tical appendix  helps  fulfill  our  responsibility,  as  a  government  or- 
ganization, to  provide  a  permanent  public  record  of  our  actions  and 
how  they  have  affected  the  public  lands  and  resources  under  our  juris- 
diction. 

Appendices  published  in  prior  years  have  provided  valuable 
Information  to  those  both  within  and  outside  government.   Data  found 
in  previous  appendices  furnish  one  of  the  most  composite  pictures  of 
our  public  land  history  in  existence.  They  may  be  and  have  been  the 
bases  for  many  analyses  of  the  history  of  management,  development, 
conservation  and  administration  of  our  vast  natural  wealth.  These 
analyses  in  turn  may  assist  us  in  improving  our  policies,  evaluating 
our  progress  and,  in  general,  keeping  our  operations  tuned  to  the 
needs  of  the  country  in  pace  with  the  rapid  changes  that  characterize 
our  time. 


In  line  with  taking  a  close  look  at  the  appendix — its  con- 
tents, their  arrangement,  and  how  it  is  put  together  and  printed — the 
need  for  modification  which  will  bring  about  desirable  improvements 
In  all  of  these  aspects  has  become  quite  apparent.  The  issuance  of 
this  handbook  is,  in  itself,  one  step  in  the  improvement  process.   It 


incorporates  changes  In  style,  format,  contents,  and  assembly  pro- 
cedures which  are  different  from  those  used  in  other  years.  The 
existence  of  a  handbook  for  use  as  a  guide  to  all  of  us  who  con- 
tribute data  for  the  appendix  will,  I  feel,  also  serve  as  a  stimu- 
lus for  further  improvement. 

I  look  to  the  statistical  appendix,  as  many  others  do, 
as  the  one  official  source  of  the  types  of  data  it  contains.  The 
importance  of  integrity  and  accuracy  in  its  compilation  and  prep- 
aration cannot,  therefore,  be  overemphasized.

INTRODUCTION 


INTERIM  ISSUE 

This  interim  issue  has  been  prepared  for  field  use;  therefore  only 
those  materials  and  instructions  required  for  use  by  field  offices 
in  compiling  and  forwarding  data  are  included.  A  complete  hand- 
book, containing  the  necessary  samples,  instructions  and  proce- 
dures that  are  needed  to  compile,  assemble  and  prepare  an  appendix 
for  the  printer,  will  be  issued  at  a  later  date. 

PURPOSE  OF  THE  HANDBOOK 

This  handbook  has  been  developed  to  provide  an  understandable  and 
uniform  guide  to  all  Bureau  offices  involved  in  the  preparation 
and  processing  of  materials  and  statistical  data  for  the  Director's 
Annual  Report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  to  its  statis- 
tical Appendix. 

CHANGES 

While  this  issue  was  being  developed  and  assembled,  certain  changes 
m  style,  format,  handling  and  routing,  and  contents  from  those 
used  in  preparing  previous  appendixes  were  also  incorporated.  The 
changes  are  all  aimed  at  standardization  of  style  and  improving  the 
appearance,  quality  and  usefulness  of  the  appendix  and  its  contents. 

ERRORS  AND  CONFLICTS 

Although  an  effort  has  been  made  to  check  the  sample  tables  and 
their  respective  instructions  for  typograpical  and  substantive 
errors,  mistakes  and  conflicts  will,  no  doubt,  be  discovered.  Rea- 
son and  common  sense  will  produce  the  best  solution  and  avoid 
delays  and  confusion  in  the  submission  of  data  for  the  1959  issue 
of  the  appendix. 

OBJECTIVES  OF  A  BETTER  APPENDIX 

This  is  not  the  end,  but  only  another  approach,  to  a  concerted  and 
continuing  effort  to  improve  the  manner  in  which  we  accumulate  and 
utilize  data  reflecting  the  results  of  our  actions  and  their  impact 
on  the  natural  resources  we  manage.  Their  value  in  contributing  to 
improved  management  at  all  levels  has  not  been  fully  exploited;  the 
historical  records  they  provide  have  found  and  will  continue  to 
find  a  broad  range  of  use  by  individuals  and  groups  In  government, 
education,  science,  and  industry. 


DEFICIENCIES 

Probably  one  of  the  weakest  points  of  the  handbook  is  the  lack  of 
reference  to  specific  sources  for  the  data  required  in  individual 
tables. 

Many  of  the  figures  are  accumulated  in  the  files  and  record  keep- 
ing systems  of  operating  offices  as  part  of  normal  work  processes 
carried  on  throughout  the  year.  Others  can  be  secured  from  accu- 
mulations of  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  that  are  submitted 
during  the  year.  After  the  handbook  is  in  use  for  a  period  of 
time,  we  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  examine  our  other  re- 
porting and  record  keeping  systems  and  to  improve  the  individual 
table  instructions  with  the  addition  more  detailed  source  guides. 
Until  this  can  be  done,  we  look  to  the  area  and  state  offices  for 
the  development  of  clarifying  supplements  to  these  guides  for  use 
by  the  offices  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 
Comments  and  suggestions  leading  to  further  improvement  of  the 
appendix  and  the  handbook,  or  to  simplification  of  procedures, 
elimination  of  reporting  duplication,  and  relieving  our  operating 
offices  of  unnecessary  paper  work  are  solicited. 


GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

STYLE 

Since  future  issues  of  the  statistical  appendix  are  to  be 
printed  by  the  Government  Printing  Office,  the  GPO  style  manual  is 
the  official  guide  for  questions  on  style  that  are  not  specified  or 
illustrated  in  this  handbook.  All  Bureau  offices  that  originate  or 
process  contributions  to  the  annual  appendix,  especially  statistical 
data,  will  use  the  style  and  tabular  format  as  designated  in  this 
handbook.  Deviations  will  not  be  accepted. 

ACCURACY  AND  INTEGRITY 

The  integrity  of  data  as  it  appears  in  the  published  docu- 
ment essentially  depends  upon  two  factors.  First,  pains  taken  by 
creators  or  originators  of  the  figures  that  contribute  to  or  are 
identifiable  in  the  final  publication  to  insure  that  the  data  are  the 
best  available  and  reflect  true  conditions  as  nearly  as  possible. 
Second,  that  processors  and  consolidators  of  original  data  are  equal- 
ly meticulous  in  compiling  and  checking  tabular  data  they  send  for- 
ward to  insure  that  original  integrity  is  not  threatened  by  arithme- 
tic error.   If  the  statistical  appendix  is  to  serve  as  the  one  and 
only  official  source  document  for  the  types  of  data  it  contains,  both 
for  use  within  the  Bureau  and  for  other  government  agencies,  Congress, 
and  the  public  at  large,  then  integrity  and  accuracy  deserve  and  must 
be  given  first  consideration. 

Arithmetic  accuracy  also  affects  time  schedules  at  suc- 
cessive levels  of  processing  within  the  Bureau.  The  tight  schedules 
established  at  the  point  of  final  preparation  for  submission  of  the 
appendix  to  the  printer  require  that  the  first  submission  of  data  by 
any  level  be  arithmetically  correct.  Simple  mistakes  in  arithmetic 
frequently  cannot  be  dependably  reconciled  by  the  receiving  office. 
All  submissions  received  which  contain  such  errors  will  be  returned 
to  the  originating  office  for  correction-!  ~~ 

SUBMISSION  SCHEDULE  AND  PROCEDURE 

Field  Offices  -  General 

Area  Administrators  and  the  Eastern  States  Supervisor  will 
provide  submission  schedules  and  other  instructions  as  necessary  to  the 
Bureau  offices  under  their  jurisdiction  to  enable  orderly  compliance 
with  the  schedule  specified  herein  for  Area  and  ESO  submissions  to  the 
Director. 

Areas  and  ESO 

Submit  the  tables  listed  below,  according  to  the  style,  format, 
and  other  instructions  given  for  each  In  the  Handbook. 


Airmail  all  tables  due  each  designated  addressee  in  the  Direc- 
tor's Office  in  one  package.  The  complete  Area  or  ESO  submission  due  the 
Director's  Office  for  the  Statistical  Appendix  will  be  sent  in  a  one-time 
submission.  Each  group  of  tables  that  leaves  the  Area  office  destined 
for  a  certain  staff  office  in  the  Director's  Office  will  be  sent  under  a 
cover  memorandum  addressed  to  the  Director:  Attention,  the  appropriate 
staff  officer.  This  memorandum  will  contain  a  listing  of  each  table 
transmitted,  by  table  number  designated  in  the  Handbook,  and  the  number 
of  copies  of  each  table  enclosed.  Omission  of  any  table  due,  as  indic- 
ated in  the  list  below,  will  be  fully  explained  in  the  transmittal  mem- 
orandum. Area  offices  are  to  indicate  by  teletype  to  the  appropriate 
Washington  staff  office,  within  k8   hours  after  the  deadline  date  for  re- 
ceipt of  all  field  submissions  by  the  Director's  Office  has  passed,  that 
any  table  or  tables  omitted  in  their  initial  submission  has  been  for- 
warded by  air  mail. 

Submit  a  table  format  for  each  table  required.  If  there  is  no 
data  for  that  table,  indicate  "None"  across  the  body  of  the  table. 

All  tabular  submissions  due  from  the  Areas  and  ESO  will  be  sub- 
mitted in  time  to  reach  the  Director  no  later  than  July  30  of  each  year.

Do  not  footnote  table  titles.   If  a  footnote  that  applies  to  the  entire 
table  is  required,  insert  it  in  the  lower  margin  of  the  paper  beginning 
two  spaces  below  the  body  of  the  table,  and  designate  it  with  the  term 
"Note:". 


Numbering  of  footnotes  should  be  horizontally,  from  left  to 
right,  in  the  body  of  the  table.  Use  a  different  and  sequential  number 


for  each  new  item  that  is  to  he  footnoted  in  a  tahle.  Footnote  desig- 
nations in  the  hody  of  a  tahle  are  to  he  placed  after  or  following  terms 
and  phrases,  hut  hefore  or  preceding  numbers  or  numerals.

SECTIONAL  SUMMARY  ANALYSES 

Area  offices  are  not  required  to  write  and  submit  analyses 
of  data  shown  in  the  tahles  they  prepare  and  send  to  the  Director's 
office.  Instructions  for  writing  the  summary  analyses  for  each  section 
are  included  in  the  Interim  issue  of  the  handbook  merely  to  provide  or- 
derly segmentation  of  the  instructions  and  samples  for  tahular  data  sub- 
mitted hy  the  field.  Definitions  of  terms  to  he  printed  in  the  publish- 
ed statistical  appendix  are  included  in  the  handbook  for  the  information 
of  all  those  who  collect,  compile  and  contrihute  data  for  the  appendix. 

GRAPHIC  PRESENTATION  OF  DATA 

The  Program  Coordination  Office  In  the  Director's  Office  will 
he  responsihle  for  connecting  data  contained  in  selected  tahles  or 
groups  of  tahles  to  graphic  form,  and  for  preparing  them  in  a  style  and 
quality  which  explain  the  illustrated  data  clearly,  and  are  suitahle  for 
puhlication  in^the  appendix.  Field  offices  are  not  required  to  convert 
any  of  the  statistical  data  they  submit  for  the  appendix  to  graphic  form.

PART  1 
THE  FEDERAL  LANDS 

Summary 

1.  The . summary  is  to  be  a  brief  analysis  of  the  statistical  data  found 
in  PART  1  as  they  relate  chiefly  to  the  Bureau's  program.  (See  PART 
1  of  the  1958  Statistical  Appendix  for  an  example  of  the  type  and 
style  of  summary  referred  to  here). 

2.  This  written  analysis  must  be  limited  in  length  to  one  side  of  one 
typewritten  page. 

3.  Type  each  paragraph  using  single  spacing,  and  double-space  between 
paragraphs.  Use  standard  margination. 

h.  Capitalize  the  words  PART  and  THE  FEDERAL  LANDS  in  the  heading.  Use 
arabic  numerals  to  designate  the  part  number. 

5.  Indicate  the  table  number  or  numbers  in  which  data  cited  in  the  body 
of  the  analysis  appears,  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  or  paragraph  in 
which  the  data  are  cited,  using  parentheses,  the  abbreviation  T.  for 
table,  and  the  appropriate  table  number. 

6.  The  summary  analysis  should  not  be  written  until  the  compilation  of 
tables  in  PART  1  has  been  completed. 

7.  The  Program  Coordination  Officer  in  the  Director's  Office  will  be 
responsible  for'  writing  the  summary  analysis  for  PART  1  of  the  Sta- 
tistical Appendix  by  September. 1  of  each  year. 

Definitions  of  terms 

(A  list  of  selected  terms  found  in  various  tables  in  PART  1  will  be 
defined  and  printed  immediately  following  the  summary  analysis). 

Acquired  land 

Land  in  Federal  ownership  which  are  not  public  lands  as  defined  be- 
low, acquired  lands  having  been  obtained  by  the  Government  through 
purchase,  condemnation  or  gift,  or  by  exchange  for  purchased,  con- 
demned or  donated  lands,  or  for  timber  on  such  lands. 

Disposition 

A  transaction  which  leads  to  the  transfer  of  title  of  public  lands, 
and/or  resources  upon  or  in  these  lands,  from  the  Federal  Government.

Inland  water  area 

Includes  permanent  inland  water  surface,  such  as  lakes,  ponds,  and 
reservoirs,  having  kO  acres  or  more  of  area;  streams  sloughs,  estu- 
aries, and  canals  1/8  of  a  statute  mile  or  more  in  width;  deeply  in- 
dented embayments  and  sounds,  and  other  coastal  waters  behind  or 
sheltered  by  headlands,  or  islands  separated  by  less  than  one  nauti- 
cal mile  of  water,   and  islands  having  less  than  kO     acres  of  area. 

Land  area 

Includes  dry  land  and  land  temporarily  or  partially  covered  by 
water,   such  as  marsh  land,  swamps  and  river  flood  plains;  streams, 
sloughs,  estuaries,  and  canals  less  than  l/8  of  a  statute  mile  in 
width;  and  lakes,  reservoirs,  and  ponds  having  less  than  kO   acres  of 
water  surface  area. 

National  forest 

A  designated  area  of  reserved  Federal  land,   set  aside  for  timber 
watershed  or  a  variety  of  purposes  determined  by  the  natural  re- 
source values  involved,  and  administered  and  managed  by  the  Forest 
Service  in  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

0  &  C  lands 

Public  lands  in  western  Oregon  which  were  granted  to  the  Oregon  Cen- 
tral railroad  companies  (later  the  Oregon  and  California  Railroad 
Company)  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  but  which  were 
later  forfeited  and  returned  to  the  Federal  Government  by  revestment 
of  title.  The  term  "C&C  lands"  as  often  used  includes  reference 
also  to  the  reconveyed  Coos  Bay  Military  Wagon  Road  lands,  which  are 
public  lands  in  western  Oregon  that  were  once  granted  to  the  State 
of  Oregon  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Coos  Bay  Military  Wagon 
Road,  but  were  later  forfeited  and  returned  to  Federal  ownership  bv 
reconveyance. 


Table  10.  -  Public  lands  under  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  Bureau  of 

Land  Management  (Also  tables  10a  and  10b) 

A.  Originating  Office  (s).  Several  different  types  of  offices  in  the 
Bureau  contribute  data  which  are  eventually  consolidated  to  make  up 
table  10,  according  to  the  format  shown  here,  that  is  printed  in  the 
published  appendix.  Some  of  these  same  data  are  also  used  to  com- 
pile table  80. 

1.  In  states  in  which  there  are  established  grazing  districts: 

a.  All  district  offices  will  fill  out  a  form  similar  to  the 
sample  10a  as  shown  here,  listing  the  status  of  lands 
within  the  district  boundaries  according  to  the  various 
categories  indicated  in  the  table  10a  sample,  by  county. 

b.  Land  offices  in  these  states  fill  out  a  table  as  shown  in 
sample  10"b  for  lands  outside  established  grazing  districts 
by  county. 

2.  In  states  where  there  are  no  established  grazing  districts: 

a.  Each  land  office  within  or  having  responsibility  for  these 
Btates  will  fill  out  a  table  as  shown  in  sample  10b  for 
lands  not  in  established  grazing  districts,  by  county  and 
by  state. 

Note:  Although  these  instructions  are  quite  specific,  as  to  the  origi- 
nating office,  for  tables  10a  and  10b,  it  is  recognized  that  record 
keeping  techniques  may  vary  slightly  in  different  states,  districts  and 
land  offices.  The  objective  is  to  obtain  the  most  accurate  acreage  of 
various  classes  of  land  under  BLM  jurisdiction,  or  within  grazing  dis- 
trict boundaries,  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain,  in  the  most  economical 
manner,  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year.  It  is  important  that 
special  attention  be  given  the  compilation  of  these  data,  since  they  are 
used  for  many  purposes,  including  the  determination  of  distribution  of 
receipts  to  states  and  counties;  the  funds  matching  responsibilities  of 
states  with  regard  to  Federal  Highway  aid  allocations,  etcT  Therefore, 
each  area  will  be  responsible  for  determining  the  allowable  deviations 
from  procedure  stated  here  according  to  the  variations  in  record  keeping 
at  the  land  offices  and  district  offices  within  their  jurisdiction. 

B.  Processing,  Consolidation,  and  Routing. 

1.   District  and  land  offices  will  forward  forms  10a  and  10b  to  the 
state  office,  where: 

a.  They  will  be  checked  for  arithmetic  accuracy, 

b.  Duplication  in  reporting  by  county  will  be  eliminated, 


c.  Three  copies  of  tables  10a  and  10b,  from  each  district  and 
land  office,  will  be  approved  and  sent  to  the  area  office 
by  each  state  office. 

2.  Area  offices  will: 

a.  Compile  a  table,  using  the  format  of  sample  table  10  and 
the  data  they  obtain  from  the  tables  10a  and  10b,  plus 
data  they  must  obtain  from  table  sample  33  >  showing  such 
information  as  required  by  the  format  of  sample  table  10, 
by  county  for  each  state  within  their  area.  No  sample 
format  for  table  10  to  be  composed  by  the  area  office  is 
included  in  this  handbook.  Use  the  same  columnar  format 
as  the  sample  table  10  shown  here,  but  give  the  informa- 
tion by  state,  and  by  county  within  each  state,  in  the 
area. 

b.  Mail  the  following  number  of  copies  of  tables  10a,  10b, 
and  10  to  the  Director;  attention  Program  Coordination 
Officer.

3.  Washington  Office. 

a.  The  Program  Coordination  Office  will  be  responsible  for 
compiling,  from  the  table  10  submission  from  each  area,  a 
single  table  10,  listing  states  and  area  totals  only  (no 
data  by  counties),  for  final  publication  in  the  statisti- 
cal appendix. 

b.  From  the  tables  10a  and  10b,  and  the  table  10  summary  by 
states  and  counties  prepared  by  the  areas,  the  Program 
Coordination  Office  will  prepare  a  table  10  but  by  state 
and  individual  county  breakdowns,  and  submit  this  table  to 
the  Accounts  section  in  the  Director's  Office  for  use  in 
determining  the  allocation  of  various  categories  of  re- 
ceipts to  states  and  counties. 

C.  As  of  date  -  All  data  entered  in  the  tables  discussed  in  this  in- 
struction are  to  reflect  the  situation  as  of  June  30.

a.   Column  1.  -  County 


List  each  county  in  which  grazing  district  (section  3)

Carey  Acts 

The  Acts  of  August  lb,  1894  (2»  Stat.  372),  and  March  15,  1910  (36 
Stat.  237,  43  U.S.C.  sec.  6^3),  which  provides  for  grants  of  desert 
lands  to  states  for  disposition  to  bona  fide  settlers. 


Ceded  Indian  lands 

Public  lands,  Indian  tribal  title  to  which  was  relinquished  to  the 
United  States  by  the  Indians  on  condition  that  part  or  all  of  the 
proceeds  from  their  sale  or  other  disposition  would  be  covered  into 
the  Treasury  In  trust  for  the  Indians. 

Certification 

The  act  of  final  approval  of  a  state  selection  by  the  Director; 
also,  the  documents  which  passes  title  to  the  selected  lands  to  the 
State;  also,  a  document  which  attests  to  the  truth  or  authenticity 
of  papers  attached  to  it. 

Disposition 

A  transaction  which  leads  to  the  transfer  of  public  lands,  and/or 
resources  in  these  lands,  from  the  Federal  Government. 

Entry 

An  application  to  acquire  title  to  public  lands: 
Entry  allowed 

An  application  to  acquire  title  to  public  lands  which  has  been  ap- 
proved, either  as  an 
Original  entry 

Where  the  applicant  is  permitted  to  proceed  with  earning  title  to 

the  land  or  as  a 
Final  entry 

Where  all  the  requirements  of  law  and  regulations  have  already  been 

compiled  with.  A  final  entry  may  be  a 

Cash  entry 
Where  the  entryman  pays  cash  or  its  equivalent,  or  a 

Commuted  Entry 

When  the  entryman  pays  the  statutory  price  for  the  lands,  in  con- 
sideration for  reduction  of  residence  and  improvement  requirements. 

Entry,  unperfected 
An  original  entry  has  been  allowed,  but  the  entryman  has  not  met 
all  of  the  requirements  of  the  law  and/or  regulations  to  permit  him 
to  make  final  entry  for  patent 

Exchange 

A  transaction  whereby  the  Federal  government  receives  land  in  ex- 
change for  other  land  and/or  timber. 

Private  exchange 

An  exchange  between  the  Federal  government  and  any  landowner  other 
than  a  state. 

State  exchange 

An  exchange  between  the  Federal  government  and  a  state. 
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Taylor  Act  exchange 

An  exchange  which  is  consumated  under  the  provisions  of  section  ft  of 
the  Taylor  Grazing  Act. 

Federal  land 

All  classes  of  land  owned  by  the  Federal  Government. 

Isolated  tract 

A  parcel  of  vacant  public  lands,  not  exceeding  1,520  acres,  which  is 
surrounded  by  appropriated  lands. 

Patent 

A  document  which  conveys  legal  title  to  public  lands. 

Pittman  Act  entry 

An  entry  of  public  lands  in  Nevada  made  by  an  individual  or  associ- 
ation of  individuals  who  earned  the  right  to  acquire  title  to  the 
lands  through  discovery  of  underground  sources  of  water. 

Public  auction 

A  sale  of  lands  through  competitive,  usually  oral,  bidding. 

Public  land  or  public  domain  lands 

Original  public  domain  lands  which  have  never  left  Federal  owner- 
ship; also,  lands  in  Federal  ownership  which  were  obtained  by  the 
Government  in  exchange  for  public  lands  or  for  timber  on  public 
lands . 

Public  purpose 

Any  authorized  activity  undertaken  by  a  governmental  agency  or  unit;; 
also,  any  activity  which  serves  the  interest  of  the  general  public 
consistent  with  public  policy. 

Reclamation  homestead  entry 

An  entry  initiated  under  the  Act  of  June  17,  1902  (32  Statute  385; 
43  U.S.C.  sec.  k3  et  seq.)  which  provides  for  the  issuance  of  patents 
to  entrymen  who  settle  upon  and  improve  agricultural  public  lands, 
not  exceeding  160  acres  in  size,  within  reclamation  projects. 

Reclamation  sale 

Sale  of  excess  or  non-irrigable  public  lands  within  reclamation 
projects. 

Recreational  entry 

A  cash  entry  for  public  lands  by  a  state,  county,  municipality,  or 
other  local  governmental  agency,  or  by  a  nonprofit  organization, 
which  are  to  be  used  for  recreational  purposes. 

Reservation 

A  withdrawal,  usually  of  a  permanent  nature;  also,  any  Federal  lands 
which  have  been  dedicated  to  a  specified  public  purpose. 


Reserved  land 

Federal  lands  which  are  dedicated  or  set  aside  for  a  specific  public 
purpose  or  program,  and  which  are,  therefore,  generally  not  subject 
to  disposition  under  the  operation  of  all  of  the  public  land  laws. 

Restoration 

An  action,  concurrent  with  or  following  a  revocation,  which  affects 
the  opening  to  disposition  of  public  lands  in  a  withdrawal;  also,  in 
respect  to  ceded  Indian  lands,  an  action  which  returns  lands  to  tri- 
bal ownership. 

Revocation 

Generally,  an  action  which  cancels  a  previous  official  act;  specifi- 
cally, an  action  which  cancels  a  withdrawal. 

Selection 

In  general,  an  application  to  acquire  title  to  public  lands  which  is 
submitted  by  an  applicant  who  acquired  the  right  to  apply  for  such 
lands  by  receipt  of  a  grant,  by  surrender  of  his  own  lands  in  an 
exchange,  by  relinquishment  of  his  rights  to  other  lands  (lieu  se- 
lection), by  surrender  of  scrip  or  by  similar  means. 

Small  tract 

A  parcel  of  public  lands  of  5  acres  or  less  which  has  been  found 
chiefly  valuable  for  sale  or  lease  as  a  home,  recreation,  business, 
or  community  site  under  the  Act  of  June  1,  I938  (53  Stat.  609;  43 
U.S.C.  682  a-c),  as  amended. 

Special  land  use  permit 

A  permit  which  authorizes  the  use  of  public  lands  for  purposes  not 
specifically  authorized,  or  forbidden,  by  law. 

Vacant  public  land 

Public  land  or  public  domain  land  which  is  not  reserved,  appropria- 
ted, or  set  aside  for  a  specific  or  designated  purpose. 

Withdrawal 

An  action  which  restricts  the  disposition  of  public  lands  and  which 
holds  them  for  specific  public  purposes;   also,  public  lands  which 
have  been  dedicated  to  public  purposes.

A  contract  or  instrument  by  which  interests  are  created  or  trans- 
ferred to  another  subject  to  specified  obligations  and  given  in 
consideration  of  rent  or  some  other  recompense  . 

License 

An  authority  granted  by  the  United  States  to  do  a  particular  act  or 
series  of  acts  upon  public  lands  without  the  lessee  possessing  any 
estate  or  interest  in  the  land  itself  . 

Location 

The  perfecting  of  a  right  to  possession  of  a  mining  claim  for  min- 
ing purposes.  This  includes  the  staking  of  the  claim,   sinking  a 
discovery  shaft,  discovery  of  a  valuable  mineral,  posting  a  notice 
of  location,  and  recording  the  claim . 

L.P.G. 

Liquid  petroleum  gases . 

Mineral 

Inorganic  substance  occurring  naturally,  with  characteristics  and 
economic  uses  that  bring  it  within  the  purview  of  mineral  laws;  a 
substance  that  may  be  obtained  under  applicable  laws  from  public 
lands  by  purchase,  lease  or  pre-emptive  entry. 

Mineral  classification 

The  classification  of  lands  as  mineral  lands  which  are  lands  known 
to  contain  valuable  minerals  • 

Mineral  investigation 

Synonymous  with  field  examination  • 

Mineral  permit 

A  permit  which  authorizes  prospecting  for  certain  leasable  minerals 
on  public  lands  described  in  the  permit  • 

Mineral  reservation 

A  restriction  on  Federally-owned  minerals,  or  of  public  lands  which 
contain  minerals  • 

Noncompetitive  leasing 

Leases  are  issued  to  qualified  applicants  for  lands  not  specifical- 
ly known  or  presumed  to  contain  mineral  or  petroleum  deposits  in 
quantity . 


Patent 

A  government  deed.  A  document  that  conveys  legal  title  of  public 
lands  to  the  party  to  whom  the  patent  is  issued. 

Public  Law  167

use  of  mining  claims,  and  for  a  procedure  where  the  Government  may 
determine  that  it  has  the  right  to  manage  surface  resources  not  re- 
quired for  mining  purposes.

2.  This  written  analysis  must  be  limited  in  length  to  one  side  of  one 
typewritten  page. 

3.  Type  each  paragraph  using  single  spacing,  and  double-space  between 
paragraphs.  Use  standard  margination. 

k.  Capitalize  the  words  PART  and  RANGE  MANAGEMENT  in  the  heading.  Use 
arabic  numerals  to  designate  the  part  number. 

5.  Indicate  the  table  number  or  numbers  in  which  data  cited  in  the  body 
of  the  analysis  appears,  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  or  paragraph  in 
which  the  data  are  cited,  using  parentheses,  the  abbreviation  T.  for 
table,  and  the  appropriate  table  number. 

6.  The  summary  analysis  should  not  be  written  until  the  compilation  of 
tables  in  PART  7  has  been  completed. 

7.  The  Range  Staff  Officer  in  the  Director's  Office  will  be  responsible 
for  writing  the  summary  analysis  for  PART  7  or  the  Statistical  Ap- 
pendix, and  for  sending  it  to  the  Program  Coordination  Officer  by 
September  1  of  each  year. 

Definitions  of  terms 

(A  list  of  selected  terms  found  in  various  talbes  in  PART  7  will  be_ 
defined  and  printed  immediately  following  the  summary  analysis ) . 

Animal  unit 

A  standardized  unit  of  measurement  for  range  livestock  which  is 
equivalent  to  one  cow  or  one  horse  or  five  sheep  or  five  goats,  all 
over  six  months  of  age. 

Animal  unit  month 

The  amount  of  forage  which  is  necessary  for  the  complete  sustenance 
Of  one  animal  unit  for  a  period  of  one  month;  also,  a  unit  of  meas- 
surement  of  grazing  privileges  within  grazing  districts  which  repre- 
sents the  privilege  of  grazing  one  animal  unit  for  a  period  of  one 
month. 


Grazing  district 

An  administrative  subdivision  of  the  range  lands  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  established  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 3  of  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act,  to  facilitate  management  of  their 
forage  resources. 

Grazing  lease 

A  lease  which  authorizes  the  use  of  public  lands  outside  the  grazing 
districts  for  the  grazing  livestock  during  a  specified  period  of 
time. 

Grazing  lease  lands 

Lands  outside  grazing  districts,  which  are  owned,  leased,  or  other- 
wise controlled  by  the  United  States,  are  administered  by  the  Bureau 
of  Land  Management,  and  are  subject  to  leasing  for  grazing  purposes 
under  the  Alaska  Grazing  Law  of  1927,  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act  of 
193^  the  O&C  Act  of  1937,  °r  the  Reindeer  Act  of  1937. 

Grazing  license 

An  authorization  which  permits  the  grazing  of  a  specified  number  and 
class  of  livestock  on  a  designated  area  of  grazing  district  lands 
for  a  period  of  time,  usually  not  in  excess  of  one  year.  Grazing 
licenses  are  issued  to  the  applicants  for  grazing  privileges  within 
grazing  districts  as  a  temporary  measure  pending  final  adjudication 
of  their  applications. 

Grazing  permit 

An  authorization  which  permits  the  grazing  of  a  specified  number  and 
class  of  livestock  on  a  designated  area  of  grazing  district  lands 
during  specified  seasons  each  year  for  a  period  of  usually  10  years. 
Grazing  permits  are  issued  to  applicants  for  grazing  privileges 
within  grazing  districts  after  final  adjudication  of  their  applica- 
tions .

5.  Indicate  the  table  number  or  numbers  in  which  data  cited  in  the  body 
of  the  analysis  appears,  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  or  paragraph  in 
which  the  data  are  cited,  using  parentheses,  the  abbreviation  T.  for 
table,  and  the  appropriate  table  number. 

6.  The  summary  analysis  should  not  be  written  until  the  compilation  of 
all  tables  in  PART  9  has  been  completed. 

7.  The  Assistant  Director,  Administrative  Operations  in  the  Director's 
Office  will  be  responsible  for  writing  the  summary  analysis  for  PART 
9  of  the  Statistical  Appendix,  and  for  sending  it  to  the  Program 
Coordination  Officer  by  September  1  of  each  year. 

Definition  of  terms

defined  and  printed  immediately  following  the  summary  analysis . ) 

Allocation  of  receipts 

Determination  of  monies  paid,  or  to  be  paid,  to  other  funds,  coun- 
ties or  states  out  of  receipts  collected  during  the  fiscal  year  re- 
ported, as  required  and/or  specified  by  law. 

Geological  Survey  receipts 

Receipts  collected  by  the  Geological  Survey  in  the,  U.  S.  Department 
of  the  Interior  for  mineral  and  petroleum  rentals  and  royalties  paid 
under  the  terms  of  leases,  licenses,  and  permits  initially  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  Land  Management.  These  receipts  are  subsequently  de- 
posited with  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  by  the  Geological  Survey. 


Won- operating  revenue 

Receipts  of  a  miscellaneous  nature,  such  as  incidental  receipts  from 
taxes,  fines,  etc.,  which  are  not  related  specifically  to  or  receiv- 
ed in  the  process  of  conducting  normal  and  regular  "business  of  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  as  it  pertains  to  the  management  of  public 
lands  and  resources. 

Obligations 

Payments,  and  amounts  which  the  Government  is  obligated  to  pay  for 
goods  and  services  received  or  contracted  for  future  delivery  made 
from  appropriations  durrngr  the-  fiscal  year-  -indieatedr. 

Receipts 

All  monies  received  and  credited  to  the  proper  account  as  required 
by  law  .  Does  not  include  collections  held  by  the  U.  S.  Treasury 
pending  future  determination  of  disposition  by  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management . 

Reclamation  fund 

A  designated  fund  to  which  a  portion  of  certain  Federal  receipts  are 
allocated  according  to  the  law,  and  which  may  subsequently  be  used 
specially  for  land  reclamation  purposes  when  so  appropriated  by 
Congress. 

Rental 

The  amount  paid  periodically  (usually  annually)  by  the  holder  of  a 
lease  in  payment  for  the  right  to  use  of  the  land  or  resources  for 
the  purposes  set  out  in  the  lease. 

Transferred  funds 

Appropriated  funds  which  have  been  made  available  to  the  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  from  appropriations  originally  made  to  other  Bureaus 
and  Agencies.
